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INITIAL MEETING OF 
THE LEAGUE MAY BE 
HELD IN WASHINGTON 


If Proposal Made in Paris Is Carried Out Wilson 
Probably Will Be First President of League ot 
Nations; First Meeting This Year 


Paris, April 29.—A proposal it on foot to bold the first meeting of 
the league of Nations in Washington daring the current year. Should 
the assembly meet first in Washington, it is said. President Wilson 
doubtless would be asked to become the first President of the League. 

Washington, April 29— The nine clanses proposed by the Com¬ 
mission on International Labor Legislation for insertion in the peace 
treaty, as adopted by the Peace Conference in Pari* in plenary session 
yesterday, were made public here to-day by the State Department. 

Among the principles incorporated are a standard eight-hour day, 
a weekly day of rest, the abolition of child labor, equality of pay for 
men and women and workmen's "right of association for all lawful 
purposes." 


WMEW OF __ 
PLOT AGAINST LIFE 


^ayor of Seattle Aware Bol¬ 
shevists Were Scheming 
Attack on Him 


Ream*. April IS.—Mayor Ola Han- 
■on. before he left recently on an East¬ 
ern Victory I,oan speaking tour, knew i 
that radicals were plotting to take hla 
life, Inspector of Police Claude G. Ban- 
nick said to-day In talking of the 
dynamite bomb received In the Mayor's 
mail here yesterday. 

'It was a Bolshevik plot against 
Mayor Hanson's life,** Inspector Ban- 
ntek said. “The plot had been brewing 
for some time, doubtless, as 1 learned 
of It two weeks ago through Bolshevist 
sources. At that time 1 was told the 
Ked leaders said they were 'going to 
get' the Mayor. I learned the plot was 
being discus s ed openly among the radi¬ 
cals because of the bitterness the 
Mayor’s attacks on them had engender¬ 
ed. I submitted my finding to the Chief 
of Police, J. F. Warren, who In turn 
laid them before Mayor Hanson on 
bis recent return from California.** 

Was Guarded. 

Inspector Ban nick said the local po¬ 
lice had guarded the Mayor carefully 
during the few days he spent here after 
hla return from the South and before 
he left for the East 

The bomb which arrived In the 
Mayor's mall here yesterday. It Is said, 
was only prevented from exploding be¬ 
cause the Mayor's acting secret ary 
turned It upside down, spilling- out 
what was said to bs sulphuric acid. 
Had the acid dropped on a substance 
below it in the bottle-like bomb, which 
the police said was dynamite, an ex¬ 
plosion would have occurred of terrific 
force. 

The bomb was turned over to the 
postal authorities. It was postmarked 
New York and a return address given 
on tha bomb package read “Novelty 
Department. Uimbel Brothers. New 
Xork City." 


Wilson’s Speech Yesterday. 

Paris. April 29.—'(Associated Press) 
—Following Is part of the text of 
Yfllmi'h maA fiifort the 
plenary session of the Peace Confer¬ 
ence yesterday: 

"Mr. President—When the text of 
the covenant of the League of Nations 
was laid before you I had the honor of 
reading the covenant in extenso. I 
will not detain you to-day to read the 
covenant as It has now been altered 
but will merely take the liberty of 
explaining to you some of the alter- 
atons that have been made. 

"The report of the Commission has 
bean circulated. You yourselves have 
In hand the text of the covenant, and 
will no doubt have noticad that most 
of tha changes that have been made 
are mere changes in phraseology, not 
changes of substance, and that, be¬ 
sides that, most of the changes are 
Intended to clarify the document, or 
rather to make explicit what we all 
hava assumed was implicit In the doc¬ 
ument as it was originally presented 
to you. But 1 shall take the liberty 
of calling your attention to the new 
features such as they are. 

"Some of them are considerable; the 
rest are trivial.** 

Resolutions. 

After explaining the changes In sev- 
w* 1 of the covenant, 

Mr. Wilson continued: 

"Mr. President—1 take the opportun¬ 
ity to move the following reaolutlona 
In order to carry out the provisions 
of the covenant. You will notice that 
the covenant provides that the first 
Secretary-General shall be choeen by 
this Conference. It also provides that 
the first choice of the four member- 
states who are to be added to the five

It la re¬ 
ported that one of the People's Com¬ 
missaries has explained that they 
would be held as hostages and would 
"pay with their blood for every step 
the Roumanians take within the fron¬ 
tiers of Hungary.**

Victoria’s first aeroplane in now | 
being rigged at the Horae Show Build- ' 
ing at the Willows, and made ready 
for its Inaugural flight on Saturday 
afternoon. Flight -Commander Jack 
Clemence. who la In charge of the set¬ 
ting up of the machine, and getting 
the hangar and grounda into shape, 
la confident that the biplane carrying 
the colors of the Aerial League of Can¬ 
ada. will be In the air by the week¬ 
end. 

Working an Plana. 

The machine arrived from Toronto 
yesterday afternoon and this morning 
the fuselage was towed through the 
streets and the wings went out on a 
special vehicle. A number of enthu- 
aiastlc ex-R. A. K. pilot* are working 
feverishly getting the wings fastened 
on and (eating the numerous wires, 
controls and countless other minor de¬ 
tails, which are urgently Important to 
the safety and well-being of the ma¬ 
chine. The pilots expect to have the 
machine set up and ready to awing the 
'propeller within two days and then the 
test fllghte will be held to see that 
everything Is satisfactory before the 
bird ascends to the clouds to perform 
the miracles of the air. 

A large amount of work la being 
done at the Willows. The large oval 
inside the racetrack la being cleared 
of all rocks, sticks and other obstacles 
which might prove dangerous when 
the machine Is taxl-lng either In tak¬ 
ing off or landing. One end of the 
large horse-show building has been 
cut out and twenty-five-foot sliding 
doors have been built in order to al¬ 
low the machine good clearance In 
moving in and out A run-way Is also 
l>eing built from the hangar to the 
flying field. 

Ready te Demonstrate. 

The Aerial I^eagtie la now prepared 
to start on Its generous programme of 
demonstrating to the public the prac¬ 
ticability of commercial flying. About 
two months ago the league was formed 
by a number of returned pilots who 
did not wish to see British Columbia 
lag behtud in the development of aero¬ 
nautics. They have spent a great deal 
of time in putting before the Pro¬ 
vincial Government, the Board of 
Trade and various other public Insti¬ 
tutions as well as the general public

Covenant Adopted Arouses Lit¬ 
tle Enthusiasm in Press 
of Paris 


Paris, April 29.—The covenant of the 
League of Nations arouses little en- 
thuMuxm In the press of this city. In¬ 
deed. many of the principal newspa¬ 
pers abstain from comment alto¬ 
gether. 

L'Oeuvre, which has always been a 
champion -of the League of Nations, 

aays: 

"ISpeeking generally, we are bound 
to say that the pact of the League of 
Nations causes a certain uraount of 
disappointment. Its. twenty-six arti¬ 
cles constitute really the statutes of 
the League of Governments to safe¬ 
guard their territorial sovereignty and 
are not a new charter of the law of 
nations which had been hoped for." 

The newspaper thinks (hat the resig¬ 
nation showed by Belgium, Japan and 
France must bs due to promises or 
special guarantees which will be known 
perhaps "when diplomacy Is no longer 
secret.” 

"Dead Before Birth.” 

Writing In The Echo de Parle, 
"Pertlnax." spokesman of the Nation¬ 
alists, declares outright: "The league 
of Nations is dead before birth." He 
also refers to the rumors of trestles 
being made between the Allied Powers, 
remarking: "To reassure us. Premier 
Clemenceau and Foreign Minister 
Pichon allege they bold favorable alli¬ 
ances in their portfolios. These parch¬ 
ments must be beautiful, complete and 
eloquent to Justify such docility on the 
part of the French Ministers." 

Lster Amendments. 

All the newspapers point out that 
great concessions were made by France. 
Home of the Journals go as far ns to 
declare that these concessions amount 
to a surrender. As a whole, however, 
the press expresses the hope that later 
amendments will result in satisfying 
what are regarded as legitimate claims 
of France and the other countries, 
which, ad a ltavas Agency summary of

Government Forces Reported

PnriSv April 29.—(Havas)—The en¬ 
circlement of Munich by German Gov¬ 
ernment troops has been completed, 
according to German dispatches re¬ 
delved here. This result was accom¬ 
plished, It Is said, by the occupation of 
Landahut. about thirty-five miles 
northeast of Munich, which city had 
been closely approached on all sides. 

Meanwhile the Government force* 
are dealing with troubles In Nurem- 
burg. where the Spartacan leader 
Albert Schmidt, waa killed fcy Govern¬ 
ment troops and a state of siege pr»- 
c(aimed. The Sparta cun* there took 
one of the Majority Socialist leaders 
prisoner. 

Panic Reported. 

London. April 29.—Panic prevailed in 
Munich Monday when the Government 
troops began their march on the Bav¬ 
arian capital, and three members of the 
Communist Government resigned, a 
Berlin dispatch to the Exchange Tele¬ 
graph Company says Before nightfall 
Monday Government troops had cap¬ 
tured several villages. 

The Communist leaders In Munich 
are said to be ready to escape quickly 
In aeroplanes.

Washington April 29. — President 
Wilson has approved Postenaster-Gen- 
eral Burleson's recommendation that 
the telegraph and telephone system* of 
the L’nlted States be returned to their 
owners upon the enactment of legisla¬ 
tion deemed necessary and that the 
American cable lines be restored to 
their owners forthwith. 

The President's approval was an¬ 
nounced in a cablegram to-day to tha 
White House. Mr. Burleson stated 
yesterday that he hoped to effeot the 
return of the cables by May 19.

Paris. April It.—The motion si the 
plenary session of the Peace Confer¬ 
ence yesterday In which President Wil¬ 
son moved the adoption of the revised 
covenant of the League of Nations 
named Hlr James Eric Drummond' ss 
Secretary-General of the League and 
pro\Jded for a committee lo Inaugur- 
ate^he League. The motion named 
Belgium, Brasil. Greses and Hpoin on 
the League found!, and also on the 
committee to prepare plans for the 
first meeting the League. These are in 
addition to fhe live Great Powers. 

The French and Japanese amend¬ 
ments, after a brief discussion, were 
not presaed, and the way was thus 
cleared for unanimous acceptance of 
the League. 

Thus one of the notable works of the 
Conference passed its fins! stage and 
was Incorporated in the peace treaty. 

Paul Hymans, representing Belgium, 
expressed the regret of the Belgian 
people at the selection of Geneva Me 
the seat of the League of Nations, 
while approving ths high alms of the 
League. 

French Amendments. 

Leon Bourgeois, for France, renewed 
two amendments tending to give 
France additional security. One pro¬ 
vided for the creation of a committee 
to ascertain and exchange military and 
naval programmes, information re¬ 
garding armaments and similar mat¬ 
ters The other provided for "a per¬ 
manent organisation for the purpose 
of considering and providing for naval 
and military measures to enforce obli¬ 
gations arising for the high contract¬ 
ing parties under the covenant, mak¬ 
ing It Immediately operative In all 
cases of emergency.” 

The amendments of M. Bourgeois 
were not passed. 

M. t’lemencesu then put the ques¬ 
tion of the adoption of President Wil¬ 
son’s motion, which prevailed without 
a formal vote.

Are Civilians.

"The negotiations at Paris were In¬ 
terrupted and the Italian Parliament 
hns been convoked only because Presi¬ 
dent Wilson lias expressed before the 
world doubt that the Italian delega¬ 
tion represented the will of our people. 
Parliament must answer this, elimin¬ 
ating such doubt in a most clear, cate¬ 
goric and exclusive manner." 

These two statements seem fairly to 
give a keynote to the situation in 
Rome. 

Dealing with the situation. The Mes- 
sagero said yesterday: "Premier Or¬ 
lando and Huron Bonnino have not 
definitely withdrawn from the Confer¬ 
ence. but have simply suspended their 
participation in Its work. After the 
vote of the Italian Parliament they 
may return to France to continue with 
new strength, and better hope, the in¬ 
terrupted diplomatic ba tt la. President 
Wilson will bring into the new nego¬ 
tiations a spirit of wiser moderation. 

"Therefore, let us not talk of getting 
the annexation of Flume through by 
act of Parliament. We must get 
Flume by direction of the Peace Con¬ 
ference."

Ottawa. April 29.—With speeches 
strictly limited to ten minutes under 
the closure rule, the deliatr on the bill 
to Incorporate the Canadian National 
Railway system continued throughout 
the afternoon and evening sessions of 
yesterday and the early morning hours 
to-day tn the Commons. The goal to¬ 
ward which the House was driving was 
reached at 2.15 a m., when the clauses 
of the bill still undisposed of passed the 
committee stage automatically. 

As generally anticipated, tbs fight 
centred particularly on clause twenty 
of the bill, which renews the charters 
on the forty-four C. N. R. lines in 
Western Canada. 

At midnight D. D. Mackenzie, the 
Opposition leader, speaking for the 
first time, asserted that the Opposition 
was not offering unquestionable objec¬ 
tion to the bill. Their chief desire wax 
to safeguard the rights of the people. 

Hon. Arthur Melghen followed. He 
thought the Information asked for re¬ 
garding the ownership of the lands 1 
along the route of these railway linea 
was the most amusing feature of the 
request. Ever since this railway was 
owned by the Government, the towt\- 
sltes had been owned by the Govern¬ 
ment. Mr. Meighen claimed that every 
particle of information that had any 
bearing on the question hud been given. 

Sale ef Shares. 

When clause twenty-nine was reach¬ 
ed Hume Cronyn, London, suggested 
that the words "and dispose of," 
stricken out. should be restored. 

Mr Melghen supported this view, on 
the ground that shoWd the Government 
find itself in poasem^p- of an under¬ 
taking It was desirable to sell It could 
do so by selling shares under approval 
of the Governor-m-Councll. 

Mr. Mackenzie Just before 2 o'clock 
rose and made the final speech for the 
Opositlon. He said he resented the at¬ 
tempt of the Acting Prime Minister to 
lead the country to believe the Opposi¬ 
tion was opposed to the public owner¬ 
ship of this railway. It was not so. He 
attacked Sir Thomas White, declaring 
that he waa on record as a private 
ownership supporter as against public 
ownership, that he had been "every¬ 
thing by turns, and nothing very long," 
that he was godly when godliness paid, 
and that he was "shifting from one leg 
to the other." 

Demobilization. 

At the opening of the sitting In ths 
afternoon Major-General Mewburn 
made a statement regarding the delay 
In the demobilization of troops which 
had taken place lately. He stated that 
this was due to strikes In Liverpool. 
From the date of the signing of the 
armistice until April 15, there had been 
demobilized In Cunada 159,144 troops of 
all rank*. During March over 41,000 
troop# had been brought home to Can¬ 
ada, and on April 1C there were still 
149,000 overseas. Tho expectation had 
been that 45.000 would have been de¬ 
mobilized during April, and that thla 
would be Increased with the opening of 
the St Lawrence. However, owing to 
the serious strike at Liverpool there 
had been a delay. Scarcely any sail¬ 
ings were taking place und the sit¬ 
uation was quite uncertain. It was very 
trying to the soldiers overseas, and It 
might create congestion both at Halifax 
and at Quebec. Meanwhile, every pos¬ 
sible effort was belug made to meet the 
situation. 

GERMAN POTASH AND 

THE UNIJED STATES 

Washington, April 2S.—Replying to a 
request that some steps be taken to 
restrict Importation of German potash 
Into this country. President Wilson in 
a cablegram yesterday, advised Sen¬ 
ator Hitchcock of Nebraska that it was 
doubtful whether any restrictive meas¬ 
ures could be made effective in this 
matter without further action by Con¬ 
gress. Hs pointed out that potash 
was one of the articles which the Al¬ 
lies had seen At to permit Germany to 
export in payment for food and tliat 
France now was offering potssh for

RUSSIA? 


If the military progress of the ,anti-Bolshevik 
forces continues at the rate that has marked it 
during the last few weeks, it is possible that, be¬ 
fore the treaty negotiations have been completed, 
the Council of Four will have become the Council 
«f F ivc by virtue of the presence of a duly accred¬ 
ited representative of the Russian Republic. 

Every advance thai^is being made on one or 
Other of tlic four fronts on which fighting is going 
on weakens the influence of the Lenine-Trotzky 
group, liberates large numbers of people from Bol¬ 
shevik domination , and adds thousands of fresh 
recruits to the anti-Bolshevik armies. If the troops 
of the Omsk Government should obtain control of 
the Volga and form a junction with the Russian 
forces .pressing along the Dwina from the north 
the days of the Bolshevik Government would be 
numbered. 

That Lenine and Trotsky and their coadjutors 
realize their danger is shown by their efforts to 
conciliate the bourgeois!, whom they have been 
persecuting, on oue side, and their overtures to the 
Germans on the other. But they will receive no 
aid from either, for the bourgeois- will not help 
them and the Germans dare not. 

Many grave international problems would be set¬ 
tled by the overthrow of the Bolsheviki and Russian 
official representation at the Peace Conference. 
Incidentally, this might have a very important 
bearing upon theAdriatie difficulty. Russia always 
has sympathized with the aspirations of Serbia for 
an outlet on the Adriatic, and now that not oply 
Serbia but the whole of Jugo-Siavia and Czecho¬ 
slovakia are involved, the Russian attitude might 
be more pronounced than ever. The Russia' of the 
future, will owe much to the gallantry of the 
Cz.echo-Slovak soldiers during her time of stress, 
and undoubtedly will lend her powerful influence 
to promoting the aspirations of the new Czecho¬ 
slovak republic, • 

Furthermore, until Russia has eliminated Solshe- 
viki rule it is impossible for the Allies to dispose of 
the numerous Eastern problems with any finality 
nor to insure Poland or any of the other self-gov-, 
erning states being erected in the East against 
attack. The recent attempts of Trotzky’s forces 
to extinguish Poland. Lithuania and Esthonia 
would be repeated and. warfare would lie constant. 
The process of elimination, fortunately, is now go¬ 
ing on, but whether it will be finished in time to 
permit Russia, under a decent Government, to have 
representation at the Peace Conference furnishes 
xn intensely interesting speculation.

When one makes a bid to tickle the popular 
imagination it is well to do it intelligently.

Mrs. Free¬ 
man and net- two babies were left In 
desperate straits, all three being 
seriously ill with pneumonia and 
destitute of means. With.no rela¬ 
tives in this country, the glrl- 
mother's first thought and desire 
was to return to her parents in 
England. To hell 1 her to attain this 
desire The Times was asked to make 
an appeal on her behalf, and as a 
result generous readers contributed 
the sum of $<42.85 for this purpose. 

Mrs. Freeman s long illness and 
period of convalescence necessitated 
the advancement from this fund of 
sums amounting to $ 200 . which were 
expended in the nare necessities of 
life and in meeting the henvy ex¬ 
penses incidental to the serious Ill¬ 
ness of the family. During this 
period Mrs. Freeman maintained her 
desire to return to England, but says 
that circumstances have now 
arisen which have caused her to 
change her decision, and she is an¬ 
xious to remain in Victoria. owing 
to the exigences of the times, she 
explains, her parents in England are 
not now in a position to contribute 
In any way to her support and she 
feels that she would be unable there 
to give her children the same ad¬ 
vantages that they would have in 
British Columbia.

The foreword reads as follows: 

“In returning to God's own country— 

, Canada—I wunt you to do so with your 
hearts full of love and gratitude to our 
ain folk, the Canadian People, for the 
splendid, unfaltering faith und loyal, 
whdle-hearted support they gave us 
throughout the long years of war. 

“There la nothing finer In the world's 
history than the free people of Canada 
voting for conscription. Women who 
had lost husbands, sons and relatives, 
voted for It knowing more must go.

It is hanging over 
the workingman like a cloud." aaid 
Chief Justice Mathers, chairman of 
the Royal ('emmioalon on Industrial 
Relations, in the course of the session 
here this morning. N. G. Neill, man¬ 
ager of the Employers' Association of 
British Columbia, aws giving the Com* 
mtaaiun his views, which did not in¬ 
clude favorsble consideration of un¬ 
employment insurance or the limita¬ 
tion by law of work days. Mr. Nelli 
favored very strongly the creation of 
industrial councils for every' trade 
group, with a provincial executive of 
employers and employees as n court of 
appeal, and a federal council construct¬ 
ed on the same plan as a final court 
It was his vtew .that such a system of 
industrial government would eliminate 
arbitration and strikes, because dis¬ 
putes would be settled in a reasonable 
way befor? they reached the dangerous 
point.
